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Public hearing to be held on courthouse issue

The citizens of Coffee County 
will once again be given an opportu- 
nity to discuss - not debate - the 
“courthouse issue.” 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel called a news conference on 
Friday to announce that a public 
hearing on the matter will be held 
Monday, October 9, at 6:30 p.m. 

The hearing will be held in the 
Farm Center located in New Brock- 
ton and the county’s citizens will be 
allowed to express their views on the 
courthouses, and what they want to 


see happen. 

In July 1994, a federal lawsuit 
was filed by a New Brockton citizen 
stating that the Enterprise Court- 
house was not in compliance with 
the Americans with Disabilities Act. 

As a result of that lawsuit, the 
Coffee County Commission has en- 
tered into a consent decree issued by 
the court. 

The decree, which commissioners 
Robert Stephens and Wendell Black 
did not sign, states that the commis- 
sion will either renovate or build a 
new building which will meet the 
standards set forth in the ADA. 

According to the consent decree, 
the commissioners must submit a 
preliminary plan of action to the 


court by January 15, 1996, followed 
by a final plan on July 15, 1996. 

Creel said, “Even though the En- 
terprise Courthouse is the only court 
issue, we will obviously have to con- 
sider both courthouses - Elba and 
Enterprise.” 

Eluding to a recent editorial 
which appeared in The Enterprise 
Ledger concerning the courthouse is- 
sue, Creel commented, “The court- 
house issue is not only a controver- 


160 marijuana plants valued at 
$320,000.00 seized near Elba 


According to Doug Weeks, an in- 
vestigator with the Elba Police De- 
partment, 160 marijuana plants were 
seized in Coffee County near Ala- 
bama Highway 189 North. Weeks is 
presently assigned to the 12 Judicial 
Circuit Task Force. 

The seizure took place after the 
plants were located in a remote 
wooded area between Elba and the 
Crenshaw County line. 

The mar Bena plants had been 
well cared for and could possibly 
bring as much as $2,000 each in 


Street value. This would make the to- 
tal value of the seizure approximate- 
ly $320,000.00. 

All of the plants will be destroyed 
with the exception of three plants 
which will be kept by the Elba Po- 
lice Department. They will be used 
by the Narcotics Division and 
D.A.R.E. (Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education) Unit for educational pur- 


ses. 

Reportedly, no arrests were made 
in connection with the seizure of the 
marijuana plants.

At the last commission meeting, 
Commissioner Stephens noted that,

In that meeting, a new budget for 
1996 was approved, and according 
to commissioners, funds are tight. 

Stephens also commented that he 
had always trusted the people of 
Coffee County and that they should 
have a right to vote on the matter - 
whether or not to construct a new 
courthouse in Enterprise.

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Father seeking recognition for son

Ray Alcuri, the late son of Tony 
Alcuri, was shot dead on December 
18, 1987 while serving as a police 
officer in the City of Ozark. 

Tony Alcuri has made his home 
in North Coffee County (Rt. 2, Box 
247, Brundidge) for many years, and 
his son grew up in the area. He 
would like to see his son re- 
membered with a Coffee County 
road named after him, as was done 
in Ozark, 

Soon after the officer’s violent 
death, the City of Ozark officially 

sted Alcuri Drive signs on the des- 
ignated street. Alcuri Drive is off 
Mixon School Road in what was 
then a new subdivision, Mr, Alcuri 
would also like for a road in the 
Northeast part of Coffee County to 
by renamed in honor of his son. 

Alcuri said his son always wanted 
to be a police officer, ever since he 
could walk and talk as a little child. 
His grandfather was a New York po- 
lice officer, and his dream was to 
follow i hn prancsad's footsteps, 

Ray Alcuri died instantly at about 
7 am, on December 18, 1987 when 
responding to a domestic complaint 
in a public housing area, Ozark Po- 
lice Chief Alan Benefield said that 
when Alcuri arrived at the scene, he 
walked up to a person lying in the 
yard, He didn’t know it was a gun- 
shot victim who had earlier been 
shot in the house, 

Benefield said that as Officer Al- 
curi walked up to that individual, 
about five feet from the front of the 
apartment building, a gunshot rang 
out through the window of the house 
and he was struck dead instantly, 

A report in The Dothan Eagle 
about the dedication ceremony re- 
ported Ozark Mayor Billy Blackmon 
describing the slain officer as: “A 
fine dedicated, professional law en- 
forcement officer and a genuinely

good man and neighbor.” 

Blackmon continued, “We are 
grateful to all those who serve in law 
enforcement in any respect. We re- 
alize each day you approach your 
job responsibilities that you put your 
life on the line in order to preserve 
the rights of citizens,” 

The Reverend Phil Craddock, 
who was pastor at Westview Heights 
United Methodist Church, Ozark, 
participated in the ceremony, He was 
quoted saying, “ Honor and duty is 


always in the minds of law enforce- 
ment officers whether they respond 
to a routine call or a violent act. It’s 
alway 3 there because it is their life 
and o'r protection for which they 
give th mselves in public service.”

Setting the Record Straight on Veterans' Benefits 


Last week the House 
Committee on Veterans’ Affairs, 
of which I am member, gave its 
approval to legislation which I in- 
troduced giving a full cost-of-liv- 
ing-allowance (COLA) to veteran 
Dependents and Indemnity Com- 
pensation (DIC) widows. 

This legislation, which 
will be included in the upcoming 
budget reconciliation package, spe- 
cifically provides all veteran 
spouses under the DIC program, 
including the old DIC program — 
pay grade E-7 and above — a full 
COLA rate increase. This COLA 
would be extended through the year 
2002. This should come as good 
news to veterans’ dependents who 
have long requested such equitable 
treatment. 

Meanwhile, it’s time to 
set the record straight on other vet- 
erans’ benefits issues. The Secre- 
tary of Veterans’ Affairs, Jesse 
Brown, has been spreading misin- 
formation about the Republican 
budget’s impact on veterans’ pro- 
grams. 

Consequently, numerous 
veterans’ publications have inac- 
curately reported that the Republi- 
can budget imposes a means test 
on service-connected benefits, cuts 
compensation for disabled veter- 
ans, and taxes veterans’ benefits. 
Republican spending proposals do 
none of these things. The facts are: 

Veterans’ spending actu- 
ally rises under the House GOP 
budget. According to the House 
Budget Committee, veterans’ fund- 
ing increases from $36.9 billion in 
fiscal year 1996 to $41.8 billion in 
fiscal year 2002. 

During the next seven 
years, more than $275 billion will 
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be spent on veterans’ programs — 
$40 billion more than during the 
previous seven years — even 
though the number of veterans is 
estimated to decline by seven mil- 
lion, or 26 percent, by 2010. 

Under the Republican bal- 
anced budget plan, veterans’ say- 
ings amount to $8.2 billion over 
seven years, 

By comparison, the Presi- 
dent recommends larger Savings 
totaling $17 billion over 10 years 
— and his budget still doesn’t come 
into balance. Clinton’s unbalanced 
budget means that mounting debt 
will diminish our capacity to pro- 
vide for veterans in future years. 

The House-passed VA- 
Housing and Urban Development 
appropriations bill provides $17.7 
billion next year for compensation 
and pension programs — $23 mil- 
lion more than in fiscal year 1995 
and the same amount requested by 
the President. 

The House-passed VA/ 
HUD appropriations bill also in- 
creases funding for veterans’ medi- 
cal care to $16.8 billion in fiscal 
year 1996 — a $563 million in- 
crease above the fiscal year 1995 
level. 

As chairman of the House 
Veterans’ Affairs Subcommittee on 
Compensation, Pension and Insur- 
ance, I am committed to the fair 
treatment of all our veterans. 

As Congress seeks overall 
spending cuts in every agency and 
program in order to achieve a bal- 
anced federal budget by the year 
2002, veterans programs will re 
ceive even-handed consideration. 
Veterans’ programs will continue 
to adequately serve our former uni- 
formed service personnel,

Science in Motion Visits Science 
Classes

Science in Motion from Troy State 
University recently visited Mrs. Michelle 
McInnis’ science classes. Mrs. Dena 
Byars, the instructor, taught the chemis- 
try class about microdensity, The class 
conducted a lab on microdensity, The 
purpose of this lab was to find the densi- 
ty of a small piece of plastic and use the 
density to identify the type of plastic, 
Students brought different plastics from 
home to conduct the experiment. When 
the student began the lab, they were in- 
structed to make the piece of plastic sus- 
pend in the liquid that was in the test 
tube, Once the plastic was suspended, 
the liquid and the plastic possessed ex- 
actly the same density. The students then 
measured the liquid on an analytical bal- 
ance, After they recorded the mass of the 
liquid, the students could find out the 
name of the plastic.

as hard as any running back anywhere, and is a big part of the Tigers’ 
rushing attack, as his 44 carries in five games indicates. 

The offensive line was much maligned early in the season after two 
games in which the running game never got on track; however, the line 
has also picked up its intensity and it has grown by leaps and bounds in 
the past two weeks. The line had three newcomers starting when the year 
started, but after lining up against folks like 5A Charles Henderson, 4A 
state champ T.R. Miller, 2A power Georgiana, 5A Opp and 4A Daleville, 
there isn’t any such thing as a rookie anymore on the Elba front wall, and 
the new “veterans” are beginning to play like battle-tested winners. 

The defense gave up some big plays to the explosive Daleville offense, 
but came up with some big plays of its own and for the second straight 
week forced turnovers that literally turned the game around. Elba forced a 
Daleville fumble at midfield on the Warhawks’ first possession, had a 
quarterback sack for a seven-yard loss to tum back a drive early in the 
second quarter, recovered a fumble and returned it 71 yards for a touch- 
down to put the Tigers up 14-0, stopped Daleville one yard short on a 
fourth down and six at the Elba 24-yardline, and for the second straight 
week recovered a fumbled punt. In a game decided by four points, that 
many big plays on defense can make the difference. 

One very noticeable improvement Friday night was the punting of Todd 
McKee. McKee plays center on offense, defensive-end on defense, han- 
dies the place-kicking duties and also punts, and last week his punting 
was at its best as he averaged 40 yards per punt on four punts. McKee’s 
most impressive punt was a 38-yarder out of his own endzone that sailed 
high into the wind and had to be fair-caught by the Daleville return man. 
McKee has shown improvement every week, and if he continues to im- 
prove his punting, it could become yet another weapon for the Tigers. 

Looking back at the win over Daleville, it was an impressive win in that 
the Tigers could have been intimidated simply by the fact they were play- 
ing Daleville. The players knew that Daleville won last year 38-8 and had 
the reputation for being an overly-aggressive team, but they didn’t care 
and simply went out and did what it took to win, That's the bottom line in 
any sporting event, and the ‘95 Tigers have learned that lesson well!

The Elba Tigers will put a two- 
game winning streak and _ their 
hopes for a spot in the Class 3A 
playoffs on the line Friday night 
when they travel to Louisville to 
meet the Louisville Red Devils, in 
a key Class 3A, Area 4 battle. 

Elba will carry a 3-2 record into 
the contest, with wins over 5A 
Charles Henderson 33-13, SA Opp 
17-14 and 4A Daleville 20-16, and 
losses to 4A T.R. Miller 28-12 and 
2A Georgiana 27-6. 

Louisville will bring a 2-3 slate 
into the Area battle, having claimed 
wins over 1A Ariton 26-22 and 2A 
Clayton 26-6, while losing to 2A 
Straughn 28-0, 2A Cottonwood 52- 
0 and 2A Alabama Christian 31-6. 

“Louisville has a young team 
and has had some problems at 
times due to ils inexperience,” said 
Elba’s Coach David Lowery, “but 
they are getting better every week 
and will be looking forward to hav- 
ing the chance to knock us off. The 
biggest problem Louisville has is a 
lack of depth, and it has shown 
against some of their bigger op- 
ponents, such as Cottonwood and 
Straughn. They have some talented 
players, they just don’t get the 
chance to give’em much rest, and it 
takes its toll as the game goes 
along.”

Tigers dump Daleville 20-16

The Elba Tigers continued their 
mid-season surge Friday night as 
they posted an impressive 20-16 
win over the 4A Daleville Wa- 
thawks, in front of a big crowd in 
Elba’s Tiger Stadium. 

The win moved Elba’s record to 
3-2, while Daleville slipped to 1-4 
with the loss. 

Elba received the opening kick- 
off and behind the passing of Troy 
Bryan moved quickly to a first 
down at the Daleville 42-yardline. 
Bryan, a junior, completed a 9-yard 
pass to Shandez Daniels and a 10- 
yard toss to D’Undray Peterson to 
spark the early drive. However, 
penalties against the Tigers on two 
straight plays slowed the march, 
and on third down a Bryan pass 
was intercepted, killing the drive. 

The Tigers got the ball right 
back at midfield on a fumble re- 
covery by Earl Perkins after a big 
hit by Rudy Free, but Elba failed to 
move the chains and punted the ball 
back to the Warhawks. 

The ensuing. Daleville posses- 
sion got off to a slow start as a clip- 
ping penalty left the Warhawks fac- 
ing a third down and 19 at their 
own 17-yardline. A 25-yard pass 
completion from Marc Arias to Ja- 
son Moore gave the ‘Hawks the 
first down, and a 15-yard scamper 
by Clifton Buckhalter moved the 
chains again as Daleville moved to 
a first down at the Elba 43- 
yardline. 

Daleville moved to the Elba 34, 
but Todd Hooks hit David Key in 
the backfield for a two-yard loss on’ 
second down, and after a third 
down pass fell incomplete, as the 
Tigers turned back the Daleville 
threat.

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Elba rebounds from Hurricane Opal apd

The Elba City Council heard pos- 
itive reports on clean-up and repair 
progress following the devastation 
caused by Hurricane Opal last 
Wednesday night. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood said that 
thanks to devotion to duty and full 
cooperation of city department heads 
and virtually all employees, Elba is 
rebounding swiftly from the hur- 
ricane. 

Haywood singled out each de- 
partment head individually and all 
city employees and volunteers col- 
lectively for their unselfish actions. 

Elba received assistance from the 
17th National Guard MP unit from 
Tuskegee and from a North Alabama 
professional tree trimming firm and 
two electric co-ops from Mississippi. 

The entire town was without elec- 
tric power after the hurricane hit 
Wednesday night. Electric utility su- 
perintendent Jeff Puckett reported 
they had restored 95% of the electric 
service and predicted Monday eve- 
ning that every service should be 
working by Tuesday at six p.m. 

Puckett told council members that 
the priority he set following the hur- 
ricane was first getting the hospital 
back on electric power; next was the 
water wells and sewer lift stations, 
followed by large, main trunk lines. 
He further explained that other users 
who happened to be near one of 
these primary targets also benefited 
with early restoration of electric ser- 
vice, 

Street Superintendent _ Billy 
Meeks reported to the council that 


all the city streets have been re- 
opened, but without additional help 
they would be months hauling away 
all the hurricane debris. He observed 
that crews picking up the tree limbs 
would be working a street and look- 
ing behind them, where they had just 
been, the debris they had just hauled 
away wasn’t even missed because so 
much more was being piled beside 
the roads. 


The city council voted to 
officially waive the 
requirement for building 
permits on property 
owners making 
Hurricane Opal repairs. 


Haywood said he would be con- 
tacting the Alabama National Guard 
for help on this problem. They did a 
mountain of work in Elba following 
the 1990 flood. 

Police Chief Bruce Peacock re- 
port the police are back to working 
regular shifts, with no overtime. 

Another problem being tackled 
by the city is unlicensed contractors 
charging excessive prices for home 
repairs and tree removal. 

The mayor explained that the po- 
lice are checking contractors closely. 
This is to ensure they have proof of 
insurance and an address where they 
can be contacted if a resident has a 
complaint which needs to be re- 
solved. ; 

Haywood cautioned against giv- 


ing money to unlicensed (or un- 
known) contractors before the work 
is completed. He suggested that if 
there was any question, a resident 
should call city hall or the police de- 
partment. 


At least one case of a tree re- | 
moving contractor overcharging a ° 
before the 


homeowner and leavin 
police could find him has been re- 
ported. The mayor said city hall and 
the police are working diligently to 
minimize reoccurrences of this type 
problem. 

The city council voted to official- 
ly waive the requirement for build- 
ing permits on property owners mak- 
ing Hurricane Opal repairs. 

Monthly bills totaling $16,964.37 
were approved for payment. The ma- 
jor items on the list were repairs to a 
piece of heavy equipment, an air 
conditioner for the fire station, as- 
phalt purchase and $1300 for annual 
renewal of public official bonds. 

Fredrick Hamilton of Southeast 
Alabama Regional Development ad- 
dressed the council with some paper- 
work necessary for the recently ap- 
proved sewer improvement project 
grant. He noted Elba scored among 
the highest of the large cities filing 
for grants this year. 

Donnie Morrow addressed the 
council on behalf of the Elba United 
Methodist Church, He requested the 
city officially abandon the one block 
section of Academy Street which 
tuns directly behind the church. 
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Public speaks out on courthouse issue

A public hearing was held Mon- 
day evening on the courthouse issue 
presently before the Coffee County 
Commission, 

Just over 100 county citizens, in- 
cluding representatives from the me- 
dia, met at the Farm Center in New 
Brockton to hear comments concern- 
ing the matter. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel, in his opening remarks, com- 
mented that at the present time Cof- 
fee County does not have the funds 
available to construct a new court- 
house in Enterprise or anywhere 
else. 

He also noted that the county is 
just over $230,000 short of having 
borrowed its debt limit. 

In bringing the group up through 
the events that led to Monday’s hear- 
ing, Creel stated that in July 1994, a 
federal lawsuit was filed stating that 
the courthouse in Enterprise was not 
in compliance with the Americans 
with Disabilities Act (ADA) of 
1990. 

As a result of that suit, a consent 


decree was signed by the commis- 
sion agreeing to submit a plan to ren- 
ovate the present structure to meet 
ADA or to build a new facility. The 
decree calls for a preliminary plan to 
be submitted by January 15, 1996, 
and a final plan by July 15, 1996. 

During Monday night’s hearing, 
24 individuals addressed the group 
stating their views on the issue. Of 
those who spoke, 12 favored con- 
structing a new courthouse in Enter- 
prise, 3 expressed their desire to con- 
tinue the dual courthouse system, 6 
encouraged the consolidation of both 
courthouses into one central facility, 
1 approved renovation of the present 
Enterprise Courthouse, and 1 point- 
ed out the need for better facilities 
for the county’s courts and judges. 

Roy Schoffner, a former newspa- 
per publisher, pointed out the re- 
quirements that had to be met before 
one courthouse could be constructed. 

He stuted that the first require- 
ment called for a petition bearing 
the signatures of 50 percent plus 1 of 
the qualified voters in Coffee 
County to even get the matter con- 
sidered. 


Schoffner commented that he did 
not see this happening during his 
lifetime. He noted that he had seen 
this tried before. 

G. A. Lindsey, an attomey from 
Elba, pointed out that the ADA does 
not and cannot force the county to 
either build a new facility or reno- 
vate the present courthouse in Enter- 
prise. 

“A federal judge cannot make a 
county do something it cannot afford 
to do,” he said. 

Lindsey, who attended a seminar 
conducted by the U. S. Justice De- 
partment on ADA, told the group 
that the purpose of the Act was to in- 
sure that services were made availa- 
ble to those who are disabled. He 
stated that the building itself has 
nothing to do with those services. 

Lindsey also commented that he 
didn’t see any other attorneys from 
Coffee County at that seminar. “Had 
they been there, they might have 
learned something,” he said. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
which lasted just over an hour and a 
half, Creel thanked the group for 
their input. 


Couple struck and killed by automobile

A man and woman died shortl

late model Oldsmobile driven 
by Brick Miller, 54, reportedly of 
Enterprise, AL, ran through a tree 
that had fallen across the roadway, 
striking the two individuals. 

The wee, downed by winds from 
Hurricane Opal, had the two east 
bound lanes of the three-lane road 
blocked 

Earlier, the couple’s car had hit 
the fallen wee and had become 
stranded, They had called a wrecker 
to remove their vehicle, 

The removal of their car from the 
tree was in progress when the acci- 
dent occurred, 

The wrecker operator, James 
Brown of Coffee Auto Repair, and 
another unidentified pedestrian, nar- 
rowly missed being struck by the on- 
coming car, 

Mr, Lee was pronounced dead at

the scene by Coffee County Coroner 
Tim Whitehead, Mrs. Lee died after 
being taken to Medical Center Enter- 
prise by the New Brockton Rescue 
Squad. 

Miller was also taken to Medical 
Center Enterprise where he was 
treated for minor injuries and later 
released, 


The accident is being investigated 
by the New Brockton Police Depart- 
ment, assisted by the 12th Judicial 
Circuit District Attorney's Office 
and the Alabama Department of Fo- 
rensic Science.

EMA director reports to commission

The discussion in Monday’s 
meeting of the Coffee County Com- 
mission centered mostly around one 
topic - Hurricane Opal. 

Charles Webb, director of Coffee 


“County’s Emergency Management 


Agency (EMA), gave the commis- 
sioners an up-date on the storm’s 
damage. 

Downed electrical lines, lack of 
telephone service, water shortages, 
and debris were causing major prob- 
lems immediately after the storm 
(Thursday morning). 

Webb said that large generators 
were brought in through the EMA 
system to operate water wells and 
sewage treatment plants. 

The City of Elba ran out of water 
for a brief period of time Friday 
morning, but soon got the wells op- 
erational again. 

A preliminary estimation of dam- 
age to the county has been set at $1 
million. This is subject to change. 

Webb stated that damage caused 
by the hurricane in Elba, Enterprise, 
New Brockton, and Kinston is still 
being surveyed and no dollar esti- 
mate has been set at this time (Mon- 
day morning). 

He told commissioners that Cof- 
fee County has been declared a dis- 
aster area by the federal government 
and that assistance will be made 
available from the appropriate feder- 
al agencies. 

Webb commented that the Ala- 
bama National Guard, the American 
Red Cross, and the Salvation Army 
have all been operating in the county 
helping to meet the needs of those 
affected by the storm. 

“T think we’re on track to recov- 
ery,” said Webb. “All the county and 
municipal employees are doing a 
great job with support from the Na- 
tional Guard which has been excep- 
tional.” 

Commission Robert Stephens, 
echoed by other members of the 
commission, said, “We should com- 


pliment Mr. Webb and his ple 
on the job they have done. They've 
done a terrific job.” 

Coffee County Engineer Randy 
Tindell reported to the commission 
that highway department personnel, 
assisted by numerous volunteers, 
had, and were handling the situation 
exceptionally well. 

He noted that members of the 
county’s volunteer fire departments 
were out clearing fallen trees from 
roadways even before the storm was 


over, 

Tindell also stated that the pre- 
disaster planning by his department 
enabled his people to handle the situ- 
ation better. 

He reported that no problems 
were experienced at the county’s 
landfill, although some of the land- 
fill employees had to ride out the 
storm at the facility. 

Tindell reported that all county 
roads, paved and dirt, were passable 
or would be by Monday evening. 
Only two of the county’s roads were 
closed due to the heavy rains that 
on ior to the arrival of Hurricane 

Tindell publicly thanked mem- 
bers of the National Guard, the vol- 
unteer firemen of the county, farm- 
ers who used their equipment, and 
anyone else who assisted his people 
in getting the job done. 

Tindell asked that the commis- 


sion recess until Thursday morning, 
so that he could better prepare a 
damage assessment for their review. 

He noted that, by this time, his 
department should have completed a 
survey of all the damage to county 
roads, both paved and dirt, and have 
a formal report prepared. 

Immediately following Tindell’s 
report, Commission Chairman Law- 
rence Creel read into the meeting 
minutes that on Wednesday, October 
4, at 6:45 p.m., he declared that a 
state of emergency existed in Coffee 
County. 

Creel requested that this become 
an official part of the minutes by a 
vote of the commission. The vote 
was unanimous. 

Turning to other matters, Mix An- 
drews, of the Shiloh Community, ex- 
pressed his concern about problems 
associated with a mud track located 
near his residence, 

He noted that the community suf- 
fered from the noise pollution, 
speeding into and out of the track, 


lack of respect, and the disturbance 
caused to children and the elder- 
y 


" Andrews noted that since getting 
on the agenda, he had learned that 
the track was being relocated. He
